France Is Said to Offer 
Passports to Hong Kong 


HONG KONG - — France has 
pledged to offer as many as 1,500 
passports to Hong Kong employees 
of French companies, and several 
other countries are expected to 
make similar offers, the British of- 
ficial responsible for the colony 
said Tuesday. 

The minister, Francis Maude. 
said that West Germany, Belgium 
and Loxembourg were also com- 
pleting plans to offer passports and 
that 16 other counties bad. given 
positive responses to requests from 
Britain to do the same. 

Mr. Maude did not elaborate on 
the French offer, but said that “a 
number of other European Com- 
munity countries are actively con- 
sidering what they can do” and that 
“firm commiunents” had been 
made. 

[Officials at the West German, 
Belgium and French Consulates in 
Hong Kong said Tuesday that they 
had not been advised of such plans, 
United Press International report- 
ed from Hong Kong]

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Delicate Berlin Question: What to Remember (and to Forget)

BERLIN — When U.S. and British 
bombers and Soviet artillery hammered 
nmch of this city into rubble in Word 
‘War ΤΙ, they destroyed most of the land~ 
marks and buildings associated with the 
years of Nazi rule. The litde that they 
missed was plowed under, after the war, 
by two Germanys eager to bury the past. 

But the city’s Nazi history is like ἃ 
ghost — unseen, unwanted, yet always 
present, hidden away in unlikely corners. 
Now that divided Berlin, itself a legacy of 
World War 1, is about w reunite, the 
question of what to preserve from the 
past and what to bury and forget is again 
emerging. ᾿ 

Οἷς of the most baunting question 
marks hangs over the Prince Albrecht 
Terrain, a vacant stretch of land at the 
corner of Prince Albrechtstrasse and Wil- 


This was Heinrich Himmler’s office, 


the place where Gestapo “special 
squads” were formed and to 
commit mass murder behind the front 
lines, It was the place where the extermi- 
nation of the Jews and Gypsies was 
planned and orgenized. 

It was also the place where thousands 
of enemies of the state were brooght for 
interrogation and torture. Most of the 
well-known German resisters to Hitler, 
including Pastor Dietrich Bonhdffer, 
Count Helmuth von Maltke and Admiral 
Wilhelm Canaris, passed through these 
cells on their way to death camps aud 
eventual execution. 

The building was ome of three that 
formed the security-terror complex. Next 
door was the Prince Albrecht Hotel, 
which became headquarters of the Shutz- 
staffel, or SS, the Nazi party’s military 
wing, and sround the corner at 102 Wil-

By the end of the 
war, the hotel and the palace had been 
teduced to rabble, but Gestapo head- 
quarters, although burnt-out inside, re- 
mained standing. 

Ys 1949, West Berlin's municipal gov- 
emment dynamited the ruins of the pal- 
ace.

The construction of the wall divided 
Prince Albrechtstrasse in half and con- 
demmed the former Terrain to a margina- 
lied, no-man's-land existence for more 
than two decades.

PARIS — A new U.S. regulation makes 
it more difficult than ever for foreign art- 
ists and pesformers to work in the United 
States, Jack Lang, the French culture min- 
ister, said Tuesday. 

Mr, Lang, who in 1982 accused the Unit- 
ed States of “intellectual imperialism” in 
its film and television exports, was asked if 
France would retaliate.

“I'm definitely not for punishment,” she 
said. “I’ve experienced it from both sides — 
my brother was killed by whites in this 
country. But people were committed to their 
ideologies, They did what they did.” 

As part of the arrangement for indepen- 
dence, Ms. Gawanas and other SWAPO 
detainees (though vot yet all) were returned 
to Namibia. Since then, on the streets of 
Windhoek, she has met the men who tor- 
tured her. “They don't expect me to be nice 
to them,” she said. “But I greet them.” 

Ms. Gawanas made the same point as 
Albie Sachs about people knowing what 
happened. “We need to know to prevent it 
happening again,” she said. “People here 
did not vote to wipe history off (when they 
approved the Constitution). They voted to 
give peace a chance.” 

‘There was another thing Ms. Gawanas 
wanted, but has not had. That is an expres- 
sion of regret from the SWAPO leadership 
for the detentions and torture of herself 
and others. Truth, even without apology, is 
Strong medicine in a society whose power 
elite has been as given to self-deception as 
has South Africa’s. 

Mr, de Klerk, in appointing the commis- 
sion to investigate state death squads, has 
broken with an ingrained practice of secrecy. 
The idea of formal amnesty for political 
prisoners has support in both Mr. de Klerk’s 
camp and the ANC leadership. 

Mr. de Klerk’s closest adviser on consti- 
tutional negotiations, Gerrit Viljoen, said 
“a healing device will have to be considered 
on a very broad basis.” 

Defining “political prisoners” is tricky. 
But here Mr. de Klerk has taken a signifi- 
cant step. Last week he proposed legisla- 
tion to indemnify exiles who return to 
take part in talks and to protect them 
from prosecution for committing crimes 
“in the process of conflict and in the 
pursuit of duty.” 

That phrasing seems to cover African 
National Congress guerrillas who planted 
bombs with political motives. The next step 
would be to pardon or otherwise release 
those already convicted. 

When I asked Nelson Mandela whether 
he favored prosecutions of death squad 
members or other state assassins, he an- 
swered, “No, no, no.” 

“The whole spirit of negotiations,” Mr. 
Mandela said, “would be against taking re- 
venge on any particular individpal. You think 
of a settlement as involving the entire commu-

human beings who make the system work, 
and the system.” 

Can that really be a general trait of potit- 
ical prisoners, or is it culturally specific? 
There is the example of President Vaclav 
Havel of Czechoslovakia; there have been 
πιὸ prosecutions of the Communists who 
imprisoned him and so many others. But 
still, I think there is something special in 
the African attitude. 

That possibility is crucially important to 
an even deeper question of revenge that 
underlies this time of change in South Afri- 
ca. If there is a democratic solution, if the 
African majority at last gains political pow- 
er, will it try to take revenge against whites 
for the centuries of dispossession, humilia- 
tion, discrimination, violence it has suf- 
fered at white hands? 

Sonth Africa’s premier reporter, Allister 
Sparks, deals with the question in a book due 
out shortly, “The Mind of South Africa.” It 
is a profound, moving history and analysis 
of his tormented country. 

There is “no Ivst for vengeance,” Mr. 
Sparks writes, “no apocalyptic retribution, 
despite the legacy of grievances. The past, 85 
they like to say, is another country.” 

He adds, “I do not believe ... that the 
black African masses have an intuitive 
yearning for vengeance and retribution. A 
yearning for justice, yes, and for release from 
poverty and oppression, but no dream of 
themselves becoming the persecutors.” 

One reason for that view is the years of 
teaching of the ANC's Freedom Charter, 
which begins, “We the People of South Afri- 
ca declare ... that South Africa belongs to 
all who live in it, black and white.” 

Another, Mr. Sparks says, is “a deep inner 
knowledge that whatever the present may 
deliver, the future is theirs.” 

All that may sound too romantic. But the 
fact is the ANC, the victim of many assassi- 
nations, has never attempted one against 
white leaders, When the black majority took 
over in neighboring Zimbabwe, after a bitter 
war, not one white official was prosecuted. 

Of course it is not possible to brutalize 
people over many decades and expect all of 
them to be restrained, The black townships 
have seen terrible violence over the last 
decade, including the killing of collabora- 
tors —a policy the exiled ANC leadership 
never endorsed. The violence of young peo- 
ple who have seen their parents i 
and powerless is a major threat to the fo- 
ture of South Africa, Violence between

Thousands upon thou- 
sands of Polish families suffered similarly. 

1 do not write this to tear at the old wounds 
anew. Germany is a great European nation and 
has the same right as any other to live united 
within rightful borders. We have to forgive them, 
although we should not forget. 1 shall remember 
German opponents of Hitler — Clemens von Ga- 
len, Friedrich Niemiiler, Helmuth von Moltke, 
Yorck von Wartenburg, Claus von Stauffenberg. 
And also the great Konrad Adenauer — der Alte. 

Poles are, however, deeply disappointed by the 
existence of German voices claiming the now over- 
whelmingly Polish lands across the Oder and Neisse 
rivers. In the Middle Ages, Wroclaw and Szczecin 
were the capitals of the Slavonic provinces Slask 
and Pomorze, governed mostly by princes from the 
ancient Polish Piast . But no Pole in his 
senses would have voiced a claim in 1939 to Breslau 
and Stettin, capitals of the German provinces of 
Schiesien (Silesia) and Pommern (Pomerania). It 
should be obvious that the present Polish character 
of these lands is a direct result of Hitler's war, and as 
soch must be accepted by Germans as irreversible.
